Wb have [iroved the benefits oi 
proper sanitation ourselves and we are deeiroun of Bbaring with our vintors, 
and dating their too brief holiday, giving them an i-pportunity of seeing tor 
themselvea what Sanitaiy Science cod do. This is essentially a ladies' qaastion, 
and it will be well to enquire in what Sanitation consists. Tersely it is freeh 
air, pure water, good dwellinge, aensible clothing, and sound food, with healthy 
amusenient. TTieee things being present, it is neceaaary that proptr provision 
be made far carrying away all refuse. ThJu last, though very egxential. is often 
■nppoaed to be the esaence of Flanltary etfnrts ; while all the others are almost 
equally important-' 

It would be easy to till a pamphlet the size of this Catalogue with renutrka, 
and then only to have produced the faintest outline of the great work which 
Sanitary Science is undertaking. The lectures (of which a uyllabus is givaa) 
will more fitly expiiund this ; and it is hoped by the promoters of this Exhibi- 
tion, that they will he well attended : no that the tteaside trip of 1S61 nuiy bear 
fruit in thousands oF dwellings, in all parts of England.
